Mayor Ralph H orning Jr., Com­ 
m issioners Johnson, Dempsey, May 
an d Tuttle, City A ttorney Seen.ii 
T hom pson and City C lerk Olive P at­ 
te rso n w ere at th e session, together 
w ith o th e r interested persons 
It was explained by Mayor H o m ­ 
in g and A ttorney T hom pson that 
th e re will be a race against tim e 
to hold th e election and com plete 
o th e r arran g em en ts p rio r to the 
expiration of the first option on 
lan d in the proposed new reservoir 
area n ear Galatia. 
In fact, there 
is not sufficient time to com plete 
th e transaction technically hut it 
m ay be done u n d e r the following 
contingencies: 
One is the ag reem en t of Jam es 
F o rd and Lonnie Norris, and th eir 
attorney, L ester Lightfoot, that no 
contest of the election will he filed 
if the voters approve the project. 
T hese men were the principals in 
filing a petition for a referen d u m 
on the project. 
The o th e r provision is an a g r e e ­ 
m en t by Barrios, K indred & Co., 
holding the bond contract, th at they 
w ill have the bonds printed by the 
tim e the election is held, and will 
com plete o th er details on the as­ 
sum ption th at th e bond issue will 
be approved, and will stand what- 
e v er financial loss is entailed if 
th e issue fails 
Ordinance Published 
Mr. Thom pson said that, w orking 
v/ith Howard Percy, rep resen tin g 
th e bond house, and Paul Cutler 
of the legal firm of C hapm an & 
C u tler of Chicago, all necessary 
legal docum ents, in the style re ­ 
q uired for bond sales approval, will 
be worked out before M onday eve­ 
ning. 
T he ordinance providing for the 
bond issue was published Dee 26, 
and would have been effective w it li­ 
e u t a vote if a petition had not 
been filed. 
The petition was tiled 
how ever, on Saturday. Jan 
16. 
T here has been doubt expressed 
w h eth er tho petition was filed in 
legal form and at the p ro p er place, 
but since the petition has placed 
a cloud on the issue, it is tin* con­ 
census of the City Council 
and 
legal authorities that the refe re n ­ 
d u m will be a m ore positive and 
q uick er m ethod of .settling the is­ 
sue than a contest of the petition. 
F irst Option Expires March 9 
T he law provides that a re fe re n ­ 
dum on such petitions he held not 
less than 15 days nor m ore than 
30 days after an election resolution 
is published, and an election on 
F eb ru ary 
16 would come within 
this limit. 
A fter the election, th< re 
is an o th er waiting period in which 
objections to the election could be 
filed, and by th at tim e th e first 
option on land for the reservoir 
would have expired.

U n der the schedule now' worked

Senator Gillette 
s 
Blames Speculators 
For Coffee Hikes 


WASHINGTON (TR) — Sen. Guy 
M. Gillette said today he is con­ 
vinced that speculators are mainly 
to blame for the sharp jump rn 
coffee prices. 
He called for quick action on his 
bill to give the government power 
to put the coffee exchange under 
strict regulation. If this had passed 
when he introduced it last year, 
he said, it would have helped pre­ 
vent the current spiral. 
Gillette (D-Iowa) recently head­ 
ed 
an 
agriculture 
subcommittee 
which blamed U. S. and foreign 
speculators for "unwarranted” in­ 
creases in the price of food, in­ 
cluding coffee, 
He also conducted 
a hardhitting investigation of cof­ 
fee prices two years ago. 
He said he has been promised 
that the Senate Agriculture Com­ 
mittee will consider his anti-specu­ 
lation bill soon. Other sources, how­ 
ever, indicated that the chances of 
action are not bright. 
Strong support for Gillette’s po­ 
sition came from President William 
Blak of the Chock Full O’Nuts Cof­ 
fee Co. in New York. 
He charged 
that U. S. coffee interests have 
been manipulating the market, with 
the sanction of Brazil, to force pric­ 
es up. 
He said the time has come for 
the government to curb speculators 
who buy and sell coffee “on paper” 
several times until “we are forced 
to pay an inflated price.”
